EEA. RT WAS ATTACKED. 


The Remain s Will Be Bro n ght to 
Sedalia fo r Bu rial—B. Him- 
bergr AIjo Dead. 


E d w a r d R . 
M arv in , fo r m an y 
y ears a residen t o f Sedalia, died 
.su dden ly at i o ’clo ck this m o rn in g 
o f h eart disease in K an sas C ity , as 
w as learn ed by a telegram receiv ed 
by M r. Geo . A , Go ld befo re the 
break fast ho u r this m o rn in g, an d 
the bo dy will be bro u gh t here fo r 
in term en t, bu t the fu n eral arran ge­ 
m en ts hav e n o t y et been p erfected. 
T h e K an sas C ity Jo u rn al o f this 
m o rn in g had the fo llo w in g regard ­ 
in g M r. M arv in ’s death : 


. “ E . R . M arv in , w ho has been 
well k n o w n in 
K an sas C ity 
fo r 
m a n y y ears, an d w h o belo n ged to 
o n e o f the best families in Misso u ri, 
died su dden ly abo u t m idn igh t last 
n igh t o f heart failu re. 
“ Mr. M arv in was w alk in g n ear 
th e co rn er o f E igh th an d W a ln u t 
streets 
w ith a p arty o f frien ds 
w h e n he w as attack ed by illaefes, 
an d, befo re medical aid co u ld be 
su m m o n ed, he had died. T h e bo dy 
w as tak en to S tin e ’s u n dertak in g 
establishm en t. 
“ M r. M arv in was 51 y ears o ld 
an d liv ed at 12 06 O i k street w ith 
his w ife an d dau ghter. 
A n o th er 
d au gh ter is m arried an d liv es in 
B u tte, Mo n t. 
“ F o r m an y y ears M r. M arv in 
had the rep u tatio n o f bein g o n e o f 
the best acco u n tan ts in the state. 
F o r a lo n g tim e he w as emp lo y ed 
by the C o n tin en tal B u ildin g an d 
L o an co m p an y , bu t d a rin g the p ast 
tw o y ears had a p o sitio n w ith the 
w a te r d ep artm en t. 
“ H e was bo rn in C lin to n , Mo ., 
w h ere his father was o n e o f the 
m o st 
su bstan tial citizen s. 
T h e 
fath er bu ilt the M ., K . & T . rail­ 
ro ad an d at o n e tim e was p residen t 
o f it, 
“ Mr, 
Marvin 
was of 
a most 
happy disposition and was popular 
with all who knew him. 
He was 
a man of the strictest integrity and 
his great clerical ability made him 
a valuable man to the city. 
“ No 
arrangements 
have 
been 
made for the funeral.” 


Mr. Marvin had not resided in 
Sedalia for several years, but few 
men were better known here than 
was he. 
His father, the late Major 
A . C. Marvin, was also a resident 
of Sedalia for many years, and the 
family was held in the highest es- 
teem throughout Missouri. 
Mr. Marvin was for several years 
connected with 
the 
old 
Sedalia 
Democrat as bookkeeper, and aft­ 
erward published a paper of his 
own, but it was short-lived. 
Later 
he served a few months as justice 
of the peace, and during the term 
of Circuit Clerk Thos. A . Fowler 
in office Mr. Marvin was his dep­ 
uty, the universal 
verdict being 
that Pettis 
county 
never 
had 
a 
more efficient one. 
The deceased was a member of 
the Knights of Pythias, and while 
8 resident of Sedalia carried insur­ 
ance in the order, but whether it 
was still in force at the time of his 
death is not known here. 
Lycurgus Marvin, brother of E . 
R ., also died suddenly a few years 


ago . 
H e was a residen t o f Sedalia 
at the time, an d died as the rei-u lt 
o f hav in g ru p tu red a blo o d v essel 
while seated at a table eatin g a 
m idn igh t lu n ch. 
A sister o f Mr. 
M arv in , Mrs. 
Chas. R u th erfo rd , is a residen t o f 
the state o f Califo rn ia, she hav in g 
remo v ed fro m Sedalia to the P a ­ 
cific co ast sev eral y ears ago . 
M r. M arv in was n o t a member 
o f an y chu rch, bu t he was a go o d 
citizen in the tru est sen se o f ihe 
wo rd, ev er ready to assist tho se in 
distress, an d a legio n o f frien ds in 
Pettis co u n ty will read o f his death 
w ith so rro w. 


An o ther Su dden Death.

While most of the commisMon- 
ers were look ing ov er the territory 
Recorder Wright was k ept busy on 
the train attending to the corre 
•pondence 
of 
the 
commission. 
Among the matters he disposed of 
was the sending to all the coal 
companies inv olv ed 
a copy of 
President Mitchell’s statement of 
the miners’ case, which was filed 
with the commission Sunday night 
before its departure from Scranton. 
Under the agreement made before 
the commission at Washington, the 
operators will mak e reply in three 
•r four days. 
The statement practically reiter­ 
ates the demands made at the 
Shamok in conv ention, and does not 
fav or the sliding scale adv ocated 
by President Baer. 
President Mitchell’s legal ad 
v isers think 
v ery strong case has 
been made out for the miners. 
The commissioners v isited the 
mines of 
independent operators 
where the strik e it siill ma. District 
President 
Duffy 
and 
N.ational 
Board Member P. M. Gallagher 
represented 
the 
miners. 
John 
Mark le, the independent operator, 
boarded the train at Juddo and had 
a spirited discussion with Duffy 
a nd Gallagher ov er the differences 
exisiting at the Mark le mine. None 
•f the men at the Mark le colliery 
bav o returned to work for the same 
reasons as those that are k eeping 
the men out of the Cox mines. Mr. 
Mark le told them he was running 
the Mark le company and would 
maintain discipline. 
A conference was held at Pond 
Creek between the company and 
the miners’ representativ es, and for 
some time they could not agree as 
to which mine the arbitrators should 
v isit. 
The Audenreid colliery, of 
the Lehigh and Wilk esbarre com­ 
pany, was finally selected. 
The 
entire afternoon was spent in the 
Audenreid mine. 
The commissioners were lowered 
into the work ing 350 feet below, 
through an ii-foot stope.
